Stonelake is an area of farmland and 
swamp used as a stopover by migrating 
ducks south of Sacramento along the 
Sacramento River. It is now being 
threatened by a proposed 50,000 person 
suburb by land speculator George 
McKeon, and by a proposed freeway, 
Interstate 5. 

In 1961 the 1-5 freeway was porposed 
for this area. Within a few months, 
McKeon had purchased 5400 acrea of 
land in the Stonelake atea for $750 an 
acre. As land zoned for urban use, he 
could sell it for as much as tem times that 
price, a 1000% profit 

Much of the area is naturally a flood 
plain, and Stonelake itself is below sea 
level. How does McKeon plan to build a 
suburb on a floodplain? 

You guessed it. The Army Corps of 
Engineers to the rescue with a proposed 
flood control project! A public outcry 
caused them to reconsider their plans, but 
the future is still uncertain. 

McKeon has been making his proposal 
for several years but the aroused public 
has been able to hold him off. Now he is 
trying again with his full force. He is now 
proposing to build a small 
Astrodome-type sports arena and 
pledging to bring big-time sports to 
Sacramento. This in spite of the fact that 
there is not a sports arena in the planning 
for Cal-Expo. McKeon says, however, 
that it should be at Stonelake and has 
been recruiting a few sports fans in an 
apparent effort to creaie conflict between 
environmentalists and sports fans. (See 
recent sports columns in the Sacto. Bee & 
Union.) 


One o1 the carrots he has been dangling 
is that his arena will be free to the 
taxpayers of Sacramento County. 
However, he also wants the county 
taxpayers to co-sign a 4.5 million 
guarantee of payment just in case the 
arena doesn’t make it.He left it for others 
to point out thst the flood control 
project would probably cost the 





taxpayers several million dollars and that 
there would be many millions in 
additional expenses because of the gross 
urban sprawl caused by the project and 
by duplication of facilities 

The question of whether the arena 
could support itself, thus sparing 
Sacramento taxpayers from having to 
pick up the tab is one which deserves 
close attention. Helen Bauman, 
administrative intern for city councilman 
Robert Matsui, has done an indepth 
report on the Stonelake Project. In it she 
told of a plan McKeon originally had to 
build an arena at Cal Expo with the cityy, 
county and state being asked to lease it at 
a price that would eventually return his 
investmen. The city was not interested. 

The reason expressed to her by a 
source in the office of the manager was 
that he did not believe the arena could be 
feasible “unless they are operated on an 
everyday basis. Even Madison Square 
Garden loses money annually. In order to 
insure usage of the arena, Sacramento 
would need to acquire a National 
Basketball Association franchise. But 
even this would generate insufficient 
revenue to cover operating expenses. If 
Saczamento had an NBA team, at most it 
would piay thirty home games a year. 
Engagements for the remainder of the 
year would be difficult to obtain. 
Therefore the sports arena could not 
maintain itself financially. The sports 
arena might be financially feasibie if its 
ground included a football or baseball 
stadium. McKeon's plan does not include 
facilities of this type.’ Thus if the plan 
were to fail, and the investment company 
were to dissolve upon its failure, the 
burden of payment would be left up to 
the city of Sacramento. Meanwhile 
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McKeon would still reap his profit. 

One might be tempted to think that 
the houses McKeon would build would be 
a valuable asset to Sacramento. But this 
can be deceptive when viewed in light of 
some statements by a Mr. Martin of the 
Home Loan Bank. Helen Bauman quotes 
him as saying that the real estate market 
was flooded with expensive apartments 
and housing while there was a shortage in 
adequate low and moderate cost housing. 
A recent study of the housing needs of 
low income and minority groups in 
Sacramento predicted an additional 3000 
units would be needed each year in excess 
of the numbers planned. In the fall of 
1970, the Sacramento County Housing 
Authority compiled a waiting list of 3500 
low income families that needed low cost 
housing. In other words, the McKeon 
development is entirely unneeded and 
contrary to the expressed needs of the 
city and county 

Nevertheless, McKeon has _ been 
working hard in the past year to gather 
support for his project. The eventual 
decision will probably be made by the 
County Board of Supervisors and 
McKeon representatives have been 
working to persuade the supervisors that 
his plan is good. He has many paid 
employees who can spend their time 
presenting his project in as favorable a 


light as is possible

The efforts of those opposing the 
development are centered around several 
different events. The actual decision the 
Board of Supervisors is considering now is 
Whether or not to request the State 
Division of Highways to put an 
interchange leading out to I-5 at Elk 
Grove Blvd. The interchange would 
actually be located on the McKeon 
property. The decision is not actually on 
the subdivision at this time but on the 
interchange. However, McKeon makes no 
secret of the fact that he wants the 
interchange because it is vital for his 


proposed suburb and sports arena 
(including new shopping centers and 
parking _ lots) Thus the entire 


environmental community of Sacramento 
is battling this interchange, recognizing 
that its construction would be an 
important victory for McKeon. About 
300 persons came to the Board of 
Supervisors hearing on February 9 to 
oppose the interchange and proposed 
urban sprawl and about 30 of them 
testified against it. The McKeon forces 
had a much smaller group of people at 
the hearing the week before for those 
who support it. Next week the Board of 
Supervisors will be hearing governmental 
agencies. (Wednesday Feb. 23, 7:30 p.m 
in the County Bldg. 7th & I St, fourth 
floor) 

The main efforts of the 
environmentalists are centered around 
another hearing set for the evening of 
March 6 at McClatchy High school. This 
hearing will be on another issue but one 
which is closely related—the proposed 
Sacramento County General Plan. The 
plan proposes an urban limit line in an 
effort to stop the leap-frogging urban 
sprawl. The details of the plan will be 
discussed in greater depth later. Its 
adoption is regarded by environmentalists 
as one of the most crucia! issues facing 
the Sacramento evnironment in a long 
time, with repercussions that go many 
years into the future 

If the urban limit line is adopted it will 
mean, among other things, that the 
McKeon plan will not be because it si far 
ourside the proposed line. This will also 
mean that Sacramento will be protected 
from future Stonelake subdivisions in 
other parts of teh county because the 
urban limit line will prohibit them 

One of the guiding philosophies behind 
this element of the plan is that we should 
devide first what the most desirable areas 
for preservation are and set these aside 
for protection. Examples of such area 
would be the American River Parkway 
and the Stonelake area. Urban growth 
would have to occur elsewhere. What is 
happening now, with urban sprawl, is that 
the open areas are those which are left 
after the land speculators are finished 

The Board of Supervisors has decided 
to wait until after hearing on the general 
plan before making a decision on the 
recommendation for or against § the 
interchange. Thus the two very important 


issues are very close indeed

Peking, China~ Whatever the outcome 
of President Nixon’s visit to China, the 
President can be sure of one thing: he will 
meet no hostility. 

Recollections of the angry crowds 
which greeted him with shouts of “Nixon 
Go Home!” in Latin America, can be 
forgotten. Long-time observers here agree 
the President will be much safer in 
Peking, Shanghai and Hangchow than in 
any city in the United States. 

Beginning with last year’s ice-breaking 
influx of American visitors, including the 
advance parties making arrangements for 
the presidential trip, the Chinese public 
has come to take American visitors in 
stride. This is a far cry from the few stray 
Americans who turned up during the 
previous 21 years. 

From high government circles down to 
the man and woman in the street, there is 
general agreement now about the Nixon 
visit: China is ready to improve relations 













with any nation. And Nixon has shown 
he wants to come and talk. But since it 
took more than two decades for the U.S. 
government to get around to it, there is 


not likely to be any speedy major 
agreement. Meanwhile, however, contacts 
between American and Chinese people 
will get better. 

From Washington's immediate 
antagonism to the new Peking 
government in 1949 and during its long 
espousal of the Chiang Kai-shek regime, 
the idea was deliberately fostered abroad 
that the Chinese were being constantly 
egged on to “hate America.” 

Yet whatever the Chinese thought in 
those days, it was not directed at the 
people of the United States. From the 
birth of the People’s Republic, the 
official line has been to distinguish 
between the U.S. government’s 
imperialist policies and the U.S. public 
Thus, the public need make no 180 
degree shift in attitude in order to be nice 
to American visitors. In Nixon’s case, he 
will be coming as a state guest and will be 
treated accordingly, with traditional 
Chinese courtesy. 

My own experience in China from 
1949-1953 and again from 1963 until 
now has repeatediy shown that the 
Chinese people treat visiting Americans as 
individuals 

1 was in Shanghai in February, 1950 
when Chiang Kai-shek’s 
American-donated B-24’s were bombing

being escalated. I wandered the streets of 
those cities and other places in China. 
Chance conversations on street corners, 
buses, shops and restaurants brought on 
the inevitable question as to my 


jas American. 


Although reactions ranged from 
surprise to affirmation that, “It’s the U.S. 
government that is bad; the American 
people are all right,” nonetheless, I and 
other Americans who have lived in China 
have not felt “hated” or in physical 
danger. 

The official line and policy for the 
mass of Chinese is clear and simple. The 
government over the years has expressed 
willingness to improve relations. Years 
ago Peking went on record concerning its 
readiness to negotiate outstanding issues 
with Washington even while such issues as 
Taiwan and the United Nations had not 
been settled. : 

It was in summer 1956 that Peking 
offered two-month visas to 18 American 
newsmen. Washington forbade them to 
go. A year later, Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles, pressured by the news 
media, drew up a list of 24. However, he 
stacked the deck by announcing he would 
refuse reciprocal rights to any Chinese 
newsmen, “bearing passports issued by 
the Chinese Communist regime.” 

This high-handed action certainly 
played a part in determining official 
policy towards the United States in the 
next decade and a half. By 1960 the 
Peking authorities said they were 
abandoning efforts at reconciliation. 
Talking to a Western correspondent at the 
time, Chou En-lai said this did not mean 
China felt any _ ill-will toward the 
American public 

From the Chinese point of view, 
Washington’s implacable hostility made 
negotiations impossible until Nixon 








moved to improve relations. Speculation 
as to whether Lyndon Johnson or John 
F. Kennedy could have visited China 
because of Vietnam is beside the point. 
Neither one took any concrete steps to 
get out of the long-standing 
Washington-Peking impasse. 

In Johnson’s case, even if he had 
followed a different China policy, the 
time was not ripe. Basic issues in the 
cultural revolution (begun in 1966), 
including foreign affairs, had to be solved. 
The Nixon adnrinistration’s efforts 
coincided with the domestic stability and 
ongoing foreign policy that had emerged 
in China by 1969. 

Months before the April, 1971 
invitation to the U.S. table tennis team, 
Mao Tse-tun in an interview with China 
writer Edgar Snow, stated that 
Americans-left, center and right—would 


be able to visit. Mao also said that 
President Nixon would be welcome 
because problems between the two 


countries would have to be solved with 
him. As to the people of both countries, 
the Chinese leader said he had high hopes 
in both. 

The public is quite prepared for the 
Nixon visit. Snow’s report of his 
interview with Mao was translated into 
Chinese here. It became a source of study 
material for Chinese at every level, long 
before the July, 1971 announcement that 
the President would be going to China. 

Like Washington, Peking is not 
painting rosy pictures. There will be no 
immediate solution to long-standing and 
bitter differences. And Premier Chou 
En-lai has made it clear in recent months 
that China will not be compromising on 
issues such as Taiwan and Vietnam 

Still President Nixon can expect an 
overall cordial reception. He can also 
anticipate the same from China’s urbane 
and astute Premier, plus some frank talk

A thirteen county surve/ 
completed the first week of 
January, 1972, indicates that 
331,000 18 to 20 year olds have 
already registered to vote in 
California (31 percent of the 
total population in this age 
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group). There is strong evidence 
that an additional 400,000 new 
voters between the ages of 21 
and 25 have also been registered. 

The statewide party 
breakdown of the 331,000 
newly registered 18 to 20 year 
old voters is: Democratic: 59.5 


percent, Republican: 21.0 
percent, “decline to state”: 13.8 
percent and 4.0 percent, Peace 
and Freedom. The party 
affiliation of the 989,000 
“over-21” voters registered in 
1971 is: Democratic 57.9 
percent, Republican 29.7 


percent, “decline to state” 9.5 
percent, Peace and Freedom 1.3 
percent. The extraordinarily 
large “decline to state” 
percentage, plus the two to one 
Democratic edge over 
Republicans among all new 
over-2i voters, clearly indicates 
that a very significant portion of 
the new over-2!_ registration 
sonsists of young adults in their 
‘arly twenties.

Gregory then went into a satire about 
alcohol, doing an outrageous imitation of 
drunks. He also attacked the double 
standard of making alcohol the legal drug 
while marijuana is the illegal one. “Don’ 
let nobody kid you about the drug 
problem. The number one drug problem 
in the nation is alcohol. There are 
9,000,000 alcoholics. An’ these 
9,000,000 alcoholics directly affect the 
lives of 85,000,000 Americans. Our 
nation is so proud of this that on 
holidays, we even keep the score on the 
traffic deaths to prove it.” 

For those in the audience who were 
concerned about making marijuana legal, 
he told them how to go about it: “Ain’t 
nobody gonna legalize pot except old 
folks. So you either got’ to wait until 
you're really old an’ you’re the ones in 
office, or you got to organize. If you 
organize all the pot smokers in the 
nation—Lord knows there’s a lot of 
them—then what you got to do is to go 
around an’ collect $1.00 from each one.

morality gap.’’ He repeatedly pleaded for 
a return to morality, which he equated 
with sanity, and praised his audience for 
being the most moral generati in 


history. “Every problem which has been 
created has been created by Man, and can 
be solved by Man with moral ethics. I beg 
you to rally behind morality and

organize. You should elect a statesman 
instead of a politician and you must 
realize that there is a difference (between 
the two). You’ve got to make your 
colleges and institutions educate instead 
of indoctrinate.” Gregory received 
another round of applause when he 
advocated elimination of the gtading 
system in favor of a pass/fail system. 

“You got to get your institutions to 
teach you how to live instead of how to 
make a living. Our values must be 
established in human rights rather than 
Property rights. If you understood your 
body, you would understand that that is 
the most precious thing which you will 
ever come in contact with. There are nine 
planets in the solar system and there are 
nine holes in your body and that is no 
accident. Your body is the universe and 
the same forces which are at work in the 
Universe are at work in your body. Once 
you clean your body out (through 
fasting) you clean your mind out too, and 
then you can understand your place in 
the scheme of the Universe. There is such 
a thing as Universal Intelligence and you 
can tune in to it. By tuning into the 
Universal Intelligence you can overcome 
the fears of Mankind, including he fear 
of hunger, the fear of pain, the fear of 
growing old and the fear of dying. I beg 
you,” he pleaded, “visit the health food 
stores and get yourselves some books on 
vegetarianism and raw foods. Learn how 
to live! If you understood your body you 
would understand that you don’t need a 
high protein diet, or meat, in order to 
live. It’s amino acids, and not proteins, 
which are necessary to sustain life, and 
your body manufactures its own protein. 
Saying that you need to eat protein to 
have protein makes about as much sense 
as sayin’ that you have got to eat hair to 
have hair 

“Hey, I want to set the record straight 
with you as to why I am fasting. People 
tell me that I’m not going to influence 
Nixon by fasting; that Dick Nixon don’t 
care anything about Dick Gregory. Well, 
let me tell you this: That I don’t care 
anything about Dick Nixon, either. | 
wouldn’t give up eating for three minutes 
for Dick Nixon. You don't fast to hange 
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elebrate Christma Gregory endorsed 
the candidacy f Shiriey Chisholm for 
president, saying that she represents not 
just women’s rights, but human rights as 
well 
Gregory nded his two-hour-plus 
speech with a plea for non-violence 
‘Violence is not the inswer. I beg you to 


understand this. If it were, a country as 
violent as America is would have its 
problems solved in two days. I never used 
to understand that stuff about ‘love you 
enemy’ until now. If you hate your 
enemy you become your enemy, you 
become just like him. If you carry two 
pounds of shit around in your pockets so 
you can dump it on your enemies head, 
who’s going to stink all the time you or 
your enemy? You are programmed for 
violence in America. You better get hip 
to it. I beg you to rally behind morality.” 

As a fellow student of Dick Gregory’s 
in the study of Gandhian non-violence, 
the writer of this column wishes to add a 
quote from Gandhi on Non-Violence 
which closely parallels the theme of 
Gregory’s speech’ “Human dignity is best 
preserved not by developing the capacity 
to deal with destruction; but by refusing 
to retaliate. If it is possible to train 
millions in the black art of violence, 
which is the law of the beast; then it is 
more possible to train them in the white 
art of non-violence, which is the law of 
regenerate man.” 

Gregory received another standing 
ovation after he ended with the cnallenge, 
“If you are willing to die in non-violence 
for what is right, an army trained in 
violence will run away in fear.”’

Mark Riley sits ul. The 
29-year-old professor of Lat 
mythology and the New 
Testament is serving |-year 
prison sentence for falsifying 
information on his withholding 
exemption certificate What 
prompted Riley to commit so 


heinous a crime was his personal 
but illegal moral commitment to 


peace, non-violence, and other 
unpopular theories involving 
humanity. 

“From a personal point of 


view | am not and shall not be 
willing to pay taxes which are 
spent for weaponry, atomic 
bomb testing, and other military 
projects. Naturally I realize some 
tax money is spent for harmless, 
even beneficial, purposes; 
However I have not found an 
available method which I could 
use to ensure that my tax 
monies would go toward the 
beneficial projects. Therefore a 
general tax refusal seems 
indicated.” 

Judge Thomas MacBride, the 
pragmatist that he is, didn’t see 
it that way. He couldn't give a 
hoot for Riley’s philosophy. The 
venerable old praetor chastised 
the hapless prof for his sin, then 
laid a year sentence (plus a $500 
fine for the State’s kitty) on 
him. The good judge then 
decreed: *‘Mr. Riley has not seen 


the error of his ways.” 
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Indeed Ruiiey hasn't 
right has Riley to assume 
precepts in the first place? 
is America law supersedes 
morality- any hack lawyer will 
attest to that. And Riley, being a 
college professor and all, should 
recognize the sober reality and

The observance of this day on 
campus at Sacramento State 
College marked the beginning of 
1 new era. The program featured 
a biography of Susan B 
Anthony by Professor Joan Hoff 
Wilson, of the History 
Department: a presentation by 
members of the Women’s 
Caucus, and a report by the 
Sacramento Chapter of N.O.W 
(the National Organization for 
Women) which coordinated 
programs throughout schools in 
the San Juan School District 
during the morning of the 15th 
in observance of Ms. Anthony's 
birthday. 


Susan B. Anthony’s birthday 
has never before been observed 
in California, in spite of the fact 
that the Education Code 
requires such observance in 
accordance with Paragraph No. 
5406. 


Susan B. Anthony, one of 
America’s first feminist, fought 
for women’s rights after the war, 
and was active in the abolition 
movement before the Civil War. 
She is most well known for the 
latter, but Ms. Wilson stated that 
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Navy destroyers and ammo 
ships. 

Ed Jackson, writing in Rama 
Pipien, tells consumers to deal 
with smaller companies instead 
of large corporations: ‘With 
light bulbs, I suggest Dura-Lite 
Corporation (N.Y.) as a 
manufacturer of fairly large 
quantities that is not doing war 
work.”’

was not a wealthy woman and

It was here that her 
realization of the inadequacies 


of the system hit her 

It was at this time that she 
began to campaign for equal 
education for women, and 
co-education. She also 
campaigned for equal pay for 
equal work, a term still often 
heard 


Susan had her own brand of 
radicalism, she was an 
abolitionist, but unlike her 
fellow abolitionists, she would 
not join the Republican Party 
during its time in the abolition 
movement. She felt that if 
women did not have the vote 
they could not in all honesty 
support a party. When women 
did receive the vote she felt that 
an independent party should be 
formed. 

After the Civil War she 
formed the National Women’s 
Suffrage Movement only to find 
that many of the people she 
worked with in the abolition 
movement were out to destroy 
the movement by splitting it. 

Elizabeth Cady Stanton, a 
woman Susan worked closely 
with was usually the one who 
made broad staternents of what 
should be done but it was always 
Susan who at the end would 
work out the details and make 


for people living in the 
country, boycotting local 
utilities is not only viable but 
now constitutes a growing 
movement. Other than good old 
Mother Earth News, you can 
also get information on the new 
trends in people’s power by 
writing for Alternative Sources 
of Energy Newsletter (Donald 
Marier, 300 So. Taylor Ave., 
Oak Park, Ill. 60302--6 issues/$1 
year). The November issue 
includes a diagram for a hot 
water system using solar energy. 
Also, many contacts: people 
doing alternative energy 
experimenis with windmills, 
water wheels, and even tidal 
waves. 

Vocations for Social Change 
(VSC, Box 13, Canyon, Ca. 
94516) is an excellent guide to 
counterculture developments.
